WASHINGTON, March 6.—(A’) 
Some 30,.000.000 of the nation’s 
50.000.000 individual income tax- 
payers received a word of consola- 
tich from congress today that the 
current epidemic of digit fever 
may be the last they will suffer.

from Shepetovka. 

The smashing victory came after 
Zhukov’s men plunged forward 
more than 31 miles along a 120- 
mile front in an offensive that 
routed 12 Nazi divisions—roughly 
180,000 men. 

Von Mannstein has staged two 
bitter and costly counteroffensives 
in an attempt to stave off the Rus- 
sian threat to the Odessa-Lwow 
railroad, and now his armies in 
south Russia have lost their last 
main lifeline to their homeland.

Joe or Aunt Lucy, through acts or 
babbling conversation, start mani- 
festing the quirks of an unstable 
mind. the whole family tries to 
get together and hide this fancied 
disgrace from the outside world 
As a result, (Gran ma, or Joe. or 
Aunt Lucy never get the medical 
attention their minds need in the 
early phases of their mental ill 
ness. By time, they get out of hand 
and some form of asylum is ac- 
cepted as the only way out, they 
have progressed to a stage where 
psychiatry can do little, very little.

USING A PART of their current earnings to set 
up permanent protection for the future, thou- 
sands of far-sighted families throughout the 
nation created a total of $294,544,000 of new 
Equitable protection last year under individ- 
ual policies. Equitable group life insurance 
increased $352,548,000 last year. In all, 
3,050,000 persons now own $8,445,578,000 
of Equitable life insurance—a record high. 


This action reflects the favorable trend of 
mortality experience in recent years and the 
continued financial progress of the Society.

Of the latter harrowing and ex 
citing adventure, the ace of wom 
en. photographers will doubtless 
give a vivid account in her lec 
ture On her preceding assign 
ment. she covered the bombe! 
command in England—an equally 
thrilling engagement. 

It was while en route to North 
Africa that a torpedo struck the 
troopship that carried Miss Bourke- 
White and a complement of Eng- 
lish and American nurses to the 
invasion front. You will perhaps 
recall her graphic stery of the 
disaster. “Women in Lifeboats,”’ 
which appeared in Life magazine 
Jast fall. illustrated with the re. 
markable pictures of the survivors 
and their rescue which she took

First, last, and always a pho- 
tographer, Miss Bourke-White 
thought first of her cameras when 
she learned that her ship had been 
torpedoed.

J. Edgar Hoover and the FBI have done many excellent jobs, 
but few better than the one of last week in which they exposed 
the vicious racket in railroad reservations. 


It is estimated that since the beginning of the war several 
millions of dollars have been squeezed from the public by the 
organized racket which flourishes all over the nation. 


The public and the railroads, both innocent victims, were 
squeezed by hotel bell boys, hotel transportation porters and 
employes in ticket offices who arranged for their dealers to get 
reservations when the public could not. Soldiers, as well as 
civilians, found they could get reservations by paying a fee, 
often large, to those who could “get” them.

Seven Miles 
Is Not High Enough 


Last July I visited Coventry, which for a 
time was England’s most bombed city. 

I walked about, seeing the ruined churches, 
the shattered blocks of business buildings, the 
fire-blackened, bomb-broken walls of the hospital, the great bare 
area where the whole heart of the city was destroyed, and I said: 

“I can’t imagine how it was.” 

“Well,” said the gentleman who was showing me about, “it was 
bad. There was no water for the fires. Fires raged. We had only 
four antiaircraft guns. Their barrels soon got too hot for firing 
and we had to just take it for two nights. 


“You know,” he said, “sometimes we almost wish they’d come 
back again. We can fight back now.” 


Well, the Germans are coming again, mostly to London, al- 
though I am sure the smaller coastal cities are getting it as usual. 


Not much news trickles through. This is proper, of course, as 
there is no need to let the Germans know what is being used 
against them. I know I was amazed to see some of the weapons, 
no mention of which had, or has, been made but which had been 
in use for two years. 

The British, however, have made an announcement of interest. 
They say the present attacks on London “ere being met with the 
heaviest and most concentrated antiaircraft barrage of the war, 
equipped with guns far faster and more accurate than in the days 


of the blitz of 1940-41.” 

SKILLED CREWS It is impossible, of course, to prevent bomb- 
ers from reaching any city for which they 

set out. It is possible to knock down many of them and force some 

to turn back. But, if there are pilots determined enough, some 

will get through. 


There is no such thing as controlling the sky. One may domi- 
nate it. But there is a vast difference between the two words. 


The British crews are, of course, much more skillful than in 
1940-41. They practice every day and have done so since those years. 


They did a good job in the blitz days. Now they are doing a 
better one. 

The British report that on the night of January 13 one Ger 
man ME 410 (an effort to match the famed Mosquito) crossed the 
coast north of London. 

A heavy antiaircraft battery, in pitch darkness, shot it down 
from a height of more than four miles with only 30 rounds. 

This is not the record. One battery, firing by day, shot down 
a German plane from a height of seven miles. 

Thirty rounds are very few for an antiaircraft battery. If one 
has never heard an antiaircraft battery in action it is almost im- 
possible to imagine the tremendous and incessant din. 

Firing at a fast-moving airplane is most difficult, even with the 
mechanical aiming devices. Hundreds and hundreds of rounds are 
firing in a few minutes by a few batteries. 

Many of the gun crews in England, particularly in London, are 
women. They do many of the important jobs, especially those 
having to do with plotting distance and adjusting the necessary 
mechanical instruments for the operation of the gun. 

London will be bombed. But Germany will lose many bombers. 
And they will not come in low enough to be accurate. The guns, 
plus the barrage balloons, keep them high. That, indeed, is the 
chief purpose of the balloons and not, as some think, to entangle 
planes in their wires. If a bomber cannot make a low bombing 
run it cannot be too accurate. 


Our bombers, because of a superior bomb sight, are able to 
do precision bombing from very high altitudes. 
The British surprised the Germans in the 


SECRET WEAPON 
blitz of 1940-41. The best German infor- 


mation was that England was using her famous three-inch anti- 
aircraft guns. 
The Bombers came. in at a level just above the range of that gun. 
Actually, the British had a number of 3.7-inch guns, firing 12,000 
feet higher than the Germans had anticipated and firing a 28- 
pound shell. 
_ There also were some 4.5-inch guns, firing a 54%-pound shell 
eight miles in 50 seconds. 


These two guns helped defeat the 
There are new guns today. 


One of them is firing 120 two-pound shells per minute to a 
height of 6,000 feet. That keeps the boys up there. A new device 
greatly increases the rounds-per-minute of the 3.7-inch gun. They 
claim twice the former accuracy and 50 per cent greater range. 


There are other guns not mentioned which I saw in use. 
They, too, will help in no small manner. 
The Germans will get some bombers through to London. 
But not many. 
They will depend on more powerful explosives, which may be 
carried in smaller, faster bombers. 
And, it may be noted, the Germans are not coming by day.

Man’s Greatest Shame 


If ever we are to contribute our little part to 
the advancement of mankind it is necessary that 
we know, as fully as possible, conditions of life 
in all parts of the world. 

Yet, if we seek this knowledge, some of what we learn is so 
revolting in its horror and cruelty that it is apt to bring about a 
state of physical nausea. For, beyond possibility of argument, the 
most horrible factor in the story of mankind, is the utter inhumanity 
of man in his treatment of his fellow beings. 


That cruelty beyond conception for most of us, in a decent part 
of the world, is continuing to this very hour and it is hard to 
understand how great a task faces the earthly race before it can, 
on an average, even approximate the rudiments of decent charity 
which is the ordinary course of life among our people. 

I have read, in recent days, two

important books, One is Leland 


Stowe’s new report, “They Shall Not Sleep.” There are descrip- 
tions there of living conditions among the pitifully poor coolie class 
in China which shock every sense, as you read. Written pictures 
of human horses, straining against rope harness that grinds into 
their bones, to haul great vehicles loaded with half a ton or so of 
broken rock, up muddy, hillside roads, steep and rough. There is 
the story of the dying man, brutally injured, blinded and torn, 
trying desperately to haul himself, by his hands, off the highway 
and all passing vehicles ignoring him and speeding by, to get away 
as quickly as possible. According to Chinese custom. “For,” said 
wala chauffeur, “if we stopped they would accuse us of injuring 
im. 

There is the description of filth beyond. understanding, the 


“every day condition of life in Chinese towns and cities and there is 


the graft which, even in these days of war, venal Chinese official- 
dom extracts on every hand, regard!ess of the handicap thus placed 
upon their fighting armies. 

The other book is a compilation of official reports and official 
pictures of the insane persecutions perpetrated upon the Jews in 
Poland by the Nazi Germans. “The Black Book of Polish Jewry” 
it is called. 

Again .you are nauseated. Not, this time, at conditions which 
have been the custom of a backward country for untold centuries, 
but at a horror of modern times perpetrated upon helpless victims 
by a nation which has gone mad in its lust for blood and conquest 
and destruction. 

In this book on Poland of today, you see pictures of nude, stacked 
corpses of Jews, starved to death and gathered from the streets of 
the Ghetto, to be hauled away and buried, nameless, in huge pits 
of graves. You see a place where the Germans buried so many 
they kept a steam shovel busy digging the pits into which the 
bodies were flung. When the bottom of a pit was covered with 
the wretched dead, a layer of earth would be shoveled in until the 
hodies were covered, then another layer of dead would be tossed 
in. And so, until that pit was filled and another, gouged out by 
that steam shovel, was ready for the grisly loads that constantly 
arrived. 

And the Germans who directed the gathering of the dead and 
the burials were grinning as at a huge joke, as they did so! 


ALL OVER THE WORLD ny 
you will find treatment of native 


populations ‘which shocks. Much of it is ignored, because it has 
been the custom for centuries. Some of it must be blamed upon 
supposedly good men of our own race, both British and Americans, 
who have mercilessly exploited native races for the sake of corpo- 
ration dividends. 

You'll find the recital of man’s inhumanity to man through all 
history. Romans and the slaughter of the Circus Maxima, staged 
as a holiday spectacle. Attilla and his Huns. The black record of 
the Spanish Inquisition.

WASHINGTON, March 
note that both President Roosevelt and 
Minister Churchill, while acknowledged 

Peat. giving highly successful leadership to the war 
effort of their respective countries, have suffered a series of politi- 
cal setbacks in recent elections to fill vacancies in congress and 
the house of commons. 

In the United States a definite Republican trend has been in 
evidence ever since .the 1942 off-year elections, which saw the 
minority party come within striking distance of capturing control 
of the lower house. Since then, also, the Republicans have cap- 
tured several Democratic congressional vacancies arising from death 
or resignations. 

All of this has been hailed by the Republicans as the fore 
runner of a GOP victory in the coming presidential election. 

Strangely enough, much of the same thing has happened in 
England, except that elections there have been less frequent due to 
political truce declared by the two dominant parties for the dura- 
tion of the war. Under the terms of the truce, no general election 


is to be held in England until the war is over. 
BRITISH ELECTIONS Only when a member of commons dies 
or retires is an election held to fill 


the vacancy. Then the coalition government, headed by Mr. Church- 
ill puts up a single candidate for the office. The candidate thus 
selected is always a member of the same party as the retiring or 
deceased member. 

A corresponding arrangement in this country would call for the 
Democrats and Republicans agreeing to freeze the membership of 
congress according to present party lines, with both parties com- 
mitted to a program of not seeking to capture a seat becoming 
vacant which had been held by the other. 

As inconceivable as it sounds, the Churchill government, de 
spite the agreement, has lost several recent by-elections. The truce, 
of course, applies only to the two dominant parties, and this has 
not prevented independent candidates from entering the race against 
the government-supported ticket. 

In the most recent election of the kind, one held last week, the 
Churchill government candidate did win, but only by some 2,000 
votes, which must be computed as a somewhat narrow margin in 
view of the united support given by coalition forces. 

Something of the same thing happened about the same time 
in a New York City election to fill a Democratic vacancy in con- 
gress. Ordinarily the district, in the heart of Tammany Hall in- 
fluence, is strongly Democratic. In the past, Democratic candidates 
have won it by a margin of about two to one. This time it went 
Democratic by a majority of only slightly more than 1,500, with 
the Republicans polling some 46 per cent of the vote cast. 


VOTE SIGNIFICANCE The Republicans are citing the great- 
ly increased vote they polled in the 


Tammany district as further evidence of their growing strength. 
On the face of the returns, the situation does look aything but 
encouraging to the Democrats. But it seems significant to point out 
that the total vote cast in last week's special election, 22,000, was 
only a fraction of that polled by the same district in the 1940, when 
the Democrats alone got 108,000 to 44,000 collected by the Repub- 
licans, or more than two to one. 

In other words, only about one-sixth of the normal vote turned 
out. The significance of that is that the small turnout of voters 
doesn't look much like a popular upsurge of the people against 
something or somebody. The Republicans alone in 1940 polled twice 
as many votes as both parties did in the most recent contest. 

In a degree that has been fairly well true of all other elections 
held both here and in England since 1940, though the British, as a 
rule, have taken their voter responsibilities more serious than we. 

Nonetheless, it is something of an enigma that the people should 
be showing this lack of confidence in their government leaders here 
and in England, when both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill are 
acknowledged by everybody but the nitwits and sourheads to be 
doing excellent jobs. 


PARTY TRUCE The situation is less understandable in Eng- 

land than it is here. Mr. Churchill is thought 
to be more popular with the rank and file of the people there than 
Mr. Roosevelt is here. On top of that, he has a working truce with 
the opposition party. 

Here the President has a vigorous opposition party on his hands 
all the while. War or no war, the Republicans are out to capture 
control of congress and the White House, come hell or high water. 

That the Democrats should have lost as much ground as they 
have in the past two years is all the most amazing in view of the 
continued popularity of the President with the country, as reflected 
in all of the polls taken on the subject. Fortune magazine, which 
has the best record of all the poll-takers, showed him to be run- 
ning in stronger favor now than ever before, as of its most recent 
survey made last fall. 

Perhaps the only way to explain the anomolous situation is to 
charge it off to the many irritations and inconveniences resulting 
from the war, plus the traditional habit of Anglo-Saxons to squawk 
when things don’t go to suit them.

molition bombs. They are about 
three feet long and 10 inches 
thick, and tapered at both ends. 

The boys roll them to the 
planes by kicking them along with 
their feet. They roll six under 
each plane. The bomb-bay doors 
are already hanging down open. 
The armorers crawl under them 
and then can stand erect with 
their heads inside the bomb bay. 


One of them takes an 18-inch 
clamp from the bay wall and 
hooks it into two steel rings in 
the back. Then two of them grab 
the bomb and heave it up. As it 
rises, a third gets under it and 
lifts with his shoulders. The two 
others put it into position. 

It is good heavy heaving. Only 
the rugged ones stay on as armor- 
ers. Now and then somebody slips 
and a bomb falls on an armorer, 
but serious accidents are rare. 

After the bombs are clamped in- 
side the bomb bay, they put in the 
fuses. The bomb has a steel plug 
in each end. The boys unscrew 
these plugs, and screw the fuses 
into the hole. I never knew before 
that our bombs had fuses on both 
ends. I asked what it was for. The 


' boys said, so that if one fuse didn't 


work the other one would. 
Each fuse has a little metal pro- 


'peller on it. When the bomb is 


dropped the propeller starts whirl- 
ing, and after dropping about 500 
feet it unscrews itself enough to 
become a plunger and “arm” the 
bomb, as they call it. Then when 
the bomb hits the ground, this 
plunger is forced back and the 
bomb is discharged. 

There must, of course, be some 
guarantee that propellers don’t get 
to whirling inside the planes. So 
the boys take a piece of wire and 
fasten it into the clamp from 
which the bomb hangs. Then they 
run each end of the wire through 
two small holes in the propellers, 
thus locking them. 

When the bomb is released, this 
wire remains fastened to the 
plane and the ends slip out of the 
little propellers, freeing them. 

If the pilot has to salvo his 
bombs over friendly territory, 
where he doesn’t want them to go 
off, he can pull a different lever 
which releases the wire and lets 
it fall still attached to the bomb. 
thus keeping the little propellers 
locked, 


The armorer’s job is really not 


a hard one, except for this heavy 
lifting which lasts only a few min- 
utes a day. What disgusts armor- 
ers the most is when the command 
keeps changing its mind about 
what kind of bomb load is to be 
carried on the next mission. 

Sometimes they'll get an order 
to bomb up with 500-pounders, 
then it'll be changed to frag 
bombs, then changed againt to 250- 
pounders. On every change they 
have to take out the bombs and 
put in new ones. 

The boys say the all-time record 
was one day when they changed 
bombs 12 times and it finally 
wound up that the planes never 
went out after all.
